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MacDonald’s  Plans 
Chinatown  Location

Security  and  trash  removal  are  the  two 
big  worries  Chinatown/South  Cove  Com¬ 
munity  Council  (CNC)  members  express¬ 
ed  to  representatives  from  the  Mac¬ 
Donald’s  corporation  who  unveiled 
design  plans  for  the  new  Chinatown  Mac¬ 
Donald’s  restaurant. 

Because  the  Washington  and  Kneeland 
St.  comer  where  the  new  restaurant  will 
be  located  has  been  known  for  years  as  a 
site  for  prostitution  and  drug  dealing, 
some  council  members  were  concerned 
about  vagrancy.  Also,  the  street  and  back 
alley  are  very  narrow,  which  can  com¬ 
plicate  trash  removal,  the  council  told 
MacDonald’s  representatives  who  came 
to  the  October  CNC  meeting. 

To  answer  council  member’s  ques¬ 
tions,  Dorothy  Fleishman,  a 
MacDonald’s  representative  displayed 
an  architectural  chawing  of  the  restaurant 
and  a  floor  plan.  She  also  introduced  the 
prospective  managers,  Vernon  and  Carol 
Chin,  who  will  move  to  Boston  from 
Brooklyn,  New  York  to  manage  the  new 
restaurant. 


When  Council  members  expressed 
concern  about  security,  the  Chins  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  floor  plan  includes 
restrooms  set  in  back  of  the  dining  area 
and  separated  by  a  one-way  mirror.  The 
kitchen  and  management  staff  would  have 
full  view  of  who  was  using  the  facilities. 
“We’ll  have  lots  of  lights  and  visibility.  I 
want  people  to  see  how  clean  and  well 
managed  our  restaurant  is,”  Vernon  Chin 
told  the  council. 

In  addition,  the  Chins  have  requested  a 
security  camera  and  a  buzzer  system  to 
be  installed.  They  also  plan  to  employ  a 
security  manager  who  would  spot 
undesirable  customers. 

When  council  member  Neil  Chin  com¬ 
mented  that  customers  shouldn’t  be 
thrown  out  of  MacDonald’s  arbitrarily, 
because  ‘  ‘even  a  prostitute  has  the  right  to 
eat  a  hamburger,  ’  ’  Fleishman  said  Mac¬ 
Donald’s  trains  staff  to  manage  security 
problems  with  “humanistic  yet  protec¬ 
tive”  methods.

Lowell  Voters  Decide 
on  4 ‘English  Only” 


Advocates  of  bilingual  education  and 
immigrants’  rights  are  deeply  concerned 
that  the  “English  Only”  movement  is  ris¬ 
ing  again-  this  time  in  Lowell.  On  Nov. 
7th,  Lowell  voters  will  decide  whether 
to  declare  English  as  the  official  language 
of  their  city.  George  Koulohearas,  School 
Committeeman  and  bilingual  education 
foe,  authored  the  non-binding  referen¬ 
dum  which  was  placed  on  the  ballot  with 
City  Council  approval  after  he  gathered 
the  20  required  signatures. 

While  bills  to  declare  English  the  of¬ 
ficial  language  of  Massachusetts  have 
been  defeated  repeatedly  in  the  last  few 
years,  similar  referendums  have  been 
passed  in  17  states,  including,  most 
recently,  Arizona,  Colorado  and  Florida. 

Although  the  referendum  is  non¬ 
binding,  advocates  believe  its  passage 


would  spark  anti-immigrant  feelings  in 
Lowell,  where  45  percent  of  the  residents 
are  immigrants,  many  from  Cambodia, 
Vietnam,  and  Laos.  Mayor  Richard  P. 
Howe,  who  voted  in  favor  of  placing  the 
referendum  on  the  ballot  because  he 
believes  the  electorate  should  make  a 
decision  on  the  matter,  also  expressed 
concern  about  the  effect  of  such  a  ques¬ 
tion. 

Kouloheras  is  well  known  for  his  anti¬ 
bilingual  education  stand  ,  and  has  fought 
for  years  against  continuing  the  program 
in  Lowell  schools.  If  the  “English  Only” 
referendum  passes,  Kouloheras  has 
stated,  he  will  petition  to  place  it  on  the 
state  ballot  in  November  1990.  He  also 
intends  to  pursue  eliminating  bilingual

When  Mayor  Flynn  proudly  announced 
that  Boston  would  receive  1.3  million 
dollars  to  begin  gang  intervention  pro¬ 
jects,  Boston  Chinese  Youth  Essential 
Services  (YES),  a  recepient  of  $150,000 
of  that  money,  shunned  the  limelight. 

To  Jane  Leung  who  has  been  the  direc- 
'  tor  of  YES  since  1977  when  the  program 
started,  the  phrase  “gang  intervention” 
neither  describes  the  kind  of  work  YES 
does,  nor  helps  kids.  “We  hate  to  call  it 
‘gang’  intervention.  If  you  label  kids 
‘gang’  members,  then  you’ve  already 
said  the  worst,  so  why  work  with  them?” 

The  kids  Jane  Leung  knows  and  the 
nine  member  staff  of  YES  are  Asian  teens 
who  live  in  the  Greater  Boston  area,  not 
“bad  kids”  but  “younger  brothers  and 
sisters  who  need  our  help  right  now,  and 
who  will  return  that  help  when  they  can,” 
she  says. 

Although  YES’s  Asian  Youth  Em¬ 
powerment  project  -  the  program  which 
the  U.S.  Dept,  of  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  will  fund  -  targets  Asian  youth  who 
may  be  involved  with  drugs,  YES’s  mis¬ 
sion  remains  the  same  as  it  was  before  the 
“Say  No  to  Drugs”  campaign,  Leung  ex¬ 
plains. 

“It’s  no  different  than  what  we  are  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  doing:  helping  kids  to  ar¬ 


ticulate  what  they  need,  helping  them 
knock  down  barriers  in  their  way,”  said 
Leung.  The  holistic,  one-to-one  counsel¬ 
ing  which  has  characterized  the  center 
will  continue,  she  added,  as  well  as  the 
commitment  to  serving  the  areas  of  need 
teenagers  request.  “We  aren’t  into 
molding  kids  to  fit  our  program,”  she  ex¬ 
plained.  “We  provide  kids  with  what  j 
they  want:  personal  counseling,  jobs,  or  | 
job  training,  not  what  we  want.” 

A  staff  which  can  serve  a  variety  of  | 
needs  is  the  backbone  of  the  program, 
Leung  asserts.  The  ten  member  staff  can  I 
alternately  serve  as  court  or  health  care 
advocates,  counselors,  tutors,  job  | 
counselors,  filling  whatever  need  arises. 
“We  don’t  like  to  refer  people  out.  We  I 
like  to  see  them  through  because  they  are  | 
our  people.” 

Teenagers  who  come  to  YES  can  | 
receive  help  with  school,  attend  a  GED  | 
class,  or  request  personal  counseling. 
Asian  teens  who  come  to  the  center,  an  I 
estimated  400-500  per  year,  often  give 
back  time  and  service  to  the  center  which 
has  helped  them.  The  brightly  lit  space  on 
Harrison  Ave.  was  completely  refurbish- [ 
ed  by  the  kids,  Leung  says.  “They 
removed  walls,  painted,  plastered, 
everything.”  Contrary  to  the  stereotype]

North  Zone  Superintendent  Takes  Charge

To  Mary  Grassa  O’Neil,  the 
new  superintendent  of  the  North 
Zone,  no  standardized  cur¬ 
riculum  can  stand  in  for  the 
dynamic  interaction  between  a 
teacher  and  a  student. 

“No  matter  what  is  written  in 
a  curriculum  guide,  or  a  lesson 
plan,  the  most  important  learn¬ 
ing  takes  place  when  a  student 
and  a  teacher  are  together,”  she 
said  recently  at  her  new  office  in 
the  Quincy  School. 

Creating  an  environment 
which  encourages  teacher  and 
student  control  is  one  of 
O’Neil’s  top  goals  this  year.  As 
the  former  principal  of  the 
Timilty  School  in  Roxbury,  she 
helped  teachers,  students. 


parents,  and  staff  to  control  their 
own  curriculum,  manage  a 
budget,  and  coordinate 
workspace.  Her  hard  work  paid 
off.  This  fall,  the  Timilty 
School  was  honored  in 
Washington  with  the  national 
Excellence  in  Education  award 
for  secondary  schools.  The 
Timilty  was  the  only  inner-city 
school  in  New  England  to 
receive  the  award. 

Her  skills  in  flexible  manage¬ 
ment  will  be  tested  as  school 
wide  decentralization  will  occur 
this  year  along  with  the  new  stu¬ 
dent  assignment  plan  in  the 
elementary  and  middle  schools. 

The  decentralization  plan  will 
be  a  great  benefit  to  schools, 
O’Neil  believes.  “Instead  of 
rule  from  the  top,  teachers. 


students,  and  parents  will  make 
their  proposals  to  the  principal. 
This  way,  people  closest  to 
where  the  education  occurs  will 
have  a  say  in  how  it  is  controll¬ 
ed.” 

O’Neil,  who  has  worked  in  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  for  22 
years,  has  never  wavered  from 
her  faith  in  urban  children.  The 
current  problems  in  American 
education  can  be  overcome  if 
people  would  confront  a  number 
of  myths  they  believe  about  city 
children,  she  says.  One  of  the 
most  outstanding  myths  is  that 
urban  kids  don’t  want  to  learn, 
so  we  don’t  require  the  same  ex¬ 
pectations.

education  if  the  Lowell  referendum 
passes. 

Residents  of  Lowell  say  that 
Kouloheras  has  not  launched  a  re-election 
campaign  this  year,  but  is  relying  on 
media  coverage  of  the  referendum  to 
carry  the  impact  of  a  campaign. 

Numerous  groups,  including  the  Asian 
American  Resource  Workshop  (AARW), 
the  Cambodian  Mutual  Assistance 
Association  (CM A),  and  the  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  Americans(OCA)  are 
working  in  opposition  to  the  referendum. 
Last  year,  when  “U.S.  English,”  the  na¬ 
tionwide  group  formed  to  sponsor 
‘English  Only”  referendums  in  various 
states  launched  its  drive,  the  AARW, 
OCA,  and  CMA  joined  English  as  a  Se¬ 
cond  Language  teachers  and  bilingual 
teachers  to  form  an  opposition  campaign 
called  ‘‘English  Plus.”  Members  of 
‘‘English  Plus”  advocate  for  more  pro¬ 
grams  in  English  while  supporting,  at  the 
same  time,  an  immigrant’s  right  to  educa¬ 
tion  in  his  or  her  own  language. 

Sunday,  Oct.  22,  members  of  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  community  publically  stated  their 
opposition  to  the  referendum  bill  at  the 
Trairatanaram  Temple  in  N.  Chelmsford. 

Jahnvibol  Tip,  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Cambodian  Mutual 
Assistance  program  in  Lowell,  said  the 
passage  of  the  referendum  could  serious¬ 
ly  impair  bilingual  education,  inter¬ 
preters’  and  translators’  services,  “This 
is  an  anti-immigrant  message,  and  anti- 
American  as  well.  We  want  the  com¬ 
munity  in  Lowell  united,  not  separated, 
and  this  separates  the  community.” 


As  a  refugee  once,  and  now  a  citizen, 
Tip  said  he  empathizes  with  newcomers 
who  need  services  in  their  own  language 
as  they  are  making  the  transition  to 
English.  Moreover,  he  added,  retaining 
the  dignity  of  one’s  culture  is  a  way  of 
preserving  integrity  in  the  face  of  familial 
loss,  poverty,  and  the  destruction  of  one’s 
country. 

Refugees  and  immigrants  coming  to 
Lowell,  which  has  a  history  of  accepting 
newcomers,  receive  a  double  message, 
Tip  explains,  “Everyone  hears,  ‘Come 
live  here.  Be  the  best  citizen  in  the  United 
States.  We  want  you  to  have  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  Lowell.’”  But  if  the  referen¬ 
dum  passes,  the  message  will  be:  “Get 
out.  We  don’t  need  you,”  a  statement 
which  frightens  immigrants  and  refugees 
away.  Tip  concluded. 

Those  who  oppose  the  referendum  are ' 
are  also  concerned  that  Lowell  may  lose 
out  on  federal  dollars  as  a  result  of  the 
referendum.  Daniel  Lam,  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Immigrants  and 
Refugees,  told  the  Lowell  Sun  recently 
that  1.4  million  dollars,  legislated  for 
cities  whose  secondary  immigration  has 
increased  the  total  population  by  20  per¬ 
cent,  may  be  hard  to  justify  in 
Washington  since  Lowell  has  placed  the 
referendum  on  the  ballot. 

Linda  Asato,  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Coalition  for  English 
Plus,  said  the  referendum  is  another  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  current  anti-immigrant 
backlash.  The  Coalition  for  English  Plus, 
Asato  said,  wants  to  change  the  tone  of 
this  anti-immigrant  trend,  “We  want  to 
make  clear  that  our  communities  have 
had  a  long  history  in  this  community. 
People  work  hard  here  and  deserve  to  be 
here.  We  belong  here  whether  we  speak 
English  or  not.”  C.A.

The  5200  square  foot  restaurant  will 
seat  100  diners,  be  equipped  with  a 
security  buzzer,  and  use  a  newly  designed 
trash  compaction  unit. 

The  new  trash  compaction  unit  uses  a 
key  card  system,  is  20  feet  long,  and 
smashes  trash  down  to  35  yards.  When 
council  members  insisted  that  the  unit 
would  be  too  big  for  the  back  alley  which 
is  the  planned  removal  area, 
MacDonald’s  representative  Don  Snow 
said  they  are  currently  looking  for  an 
alternative  • 

‘  ‘We  are  looking  for  something  that  the 
whole  building  can  use,  but  which  also 
meets  MacDonald’s  needs,”  Snow  told 
the  council. 


As  of  this  time,  MacDonald’s  will  oc¬ 
cupy  only  the  first  floor,  although  they 
have  included  a  staircase  leading  to  the 
second  floor  for  future  expansion. 

Fleishman  said  the  company  has  tried 
to  keep  within  the  architectural  and 
cultural  design  of  the  area.  After  resear¬ 
ching  numerous  photographs  of  the 
building  from  the  1920’s,  the  company 
settled  on  a  design  which  captures,  in 
their  opinion,  the  ambience  of 
Chinatown. 

“We  wanted  to  maintain  the  architec¬ 
tural  characteristics  of  the  building,  while 
at  the  same  time  show  it  as  the  Mac¬ 
Donald’s  of  Chinatown,”  Fleishman 
said.  They  also  relied  on  an  architect 
from  Hong  Kong  in  the  planning  of  the 
design.

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didn’t  want  to  learn,  or  a  parent

What  critics  forget  when 
comparing  U.S.  schools  to 
Asian  or  European  schools  is 
that  here  we  educate  everyone, 
O’Neil  maintains.  Comparison 
studies  are  false,  because  they 
often  pit  the  child  from  an

educated  family  against  the  child 
who  struggles  without  en¬ 
couragement. 

To  begin  solving  our  educa¬ 
tion  problems,  a  clear  focus  on 
what  we  want  education  to  do  is 
the  best  start,  O’Neil  claims. 
“Education  is  helping  each  child 
to  reach  his  or  her  full  potential, 
keeping  in  mind  academics. 
Some  people  see  it  as  social 
work,  others  see  us  as  a  health 
agency.  We  need  to  focus  on 


education,”  she  said. 

Another  goal  O’Neil  has  set 
for  this  year  is  to  open  another 
site  for  Chinese  bilingual 
Kindergarten  I  classes.

She.  and  the  Parent  Advisory 
Committee  are  also  investigating 
a  new  site  for  bilingual  middle 
school  students. 

On  the  topic  of  bilingual 
education,  O’Neil  supports 
mainstreaming  bilingual 
children  as  soon  as  possible.  “It 
is  important  to  give  bilingual 
students  all  the  support  they 
need,  but  we  also  have  to  give 
them  English  as  quickly  as 
possible.”  In  her  assessment  of 
current  bilingual  programs,  she 
notes  that  many  bilingual 
childen  are  isolated. “In  some 
places,  the  students  are  in  a 
separate  wing  of  the  school.  It 
might  be  easy  to  forget,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  the  eighth  grade  bilingual 
class  when  it  comes  time  for 
graduation.” 

The  kind  of  system  she  recom¬ 
mends  is  what  the  Timilty 
School  developed:  multi-leveled 
clusters  in  the  middle  school. 
Both  bilingual  and  monolingual 
children  could  then  mix  with 
each  other  in  their  homeroom 
classes,  gym,  and  home 
economics  classes. 

The  North  Zone  is  the  largest 
bilingual  zone  in  Boston.  Nine¬ 
teen  schools  have  elementary  or 
middle  school  bilingual  pro¬ 
grams,  serving  nine  language 
groups.  Karen  Law,  the  bil¬ 
ingual  coordinator  for  the  North 
Zone  estimates  that  1200 
children  receive  bilingual 
Chinese  classes. 

In  order  to  address  parents’ 
concerns  about  the  student 
assignment  plan  and  the  need  for 
expansion,  the  Quincy  School 
will  hold  an  educational  con¬ 
ference  for  parents  on  Nov.  18 
at  the  Chinese  American  Civic 
Association.  Asian  parents  are 
asked  to  attend  to  voice  their 
views.

Five  Owners  of  Essex  St.  Charged 


Early  morning  clean-up  after  the  fire  on  Essex  St. 


Eileen  Lappas  and  Peter  Pom¬ 
pom,  co-owners  of  the  Essex 
street  building  which  burned  to 
,the  ground  last  month,  have 
been  charged  with  violating  city 
and  state  fire  code  laws.  The 
building  manager,  Steve  Lap¬ 
pas,  and  Brian  Burke  of  Burke 
Associates,  the  Dorchester  com¬ 
pany  which  employed  Lappas, 
have  also  been  charged. 

Lappas ’s  negligent  welding  is 
blamed  for  sparking  the  fire 
which  destroyed  both  81  and  85 
Essex  streets  where  Ming’s 
Market  and  Appealing  Apparel 
clothing  were  located. 
Gordon  Wong,  who  owns  the  79 
Essex  street  building  where  the 
hundreds  of  pounds  fireworks 


were  stored  has  been  charged  as 
well. 

The  fire  caused  $2  million  in 
damages  to  the  uninsured 
buildings  and  cost  the  city  of 
Boston  $500,000  in  clean-up. 
Boston  City  Hall  lawyers  say 
they  are  investigating  strategies 
for  suing  the  five  owners  of  the 
burned  buildings. 

The  Boston  Herald  reported 
that  the  complaints  involve  il¬ 
legal  storage  of  flammable, 
combustible,  and  explosive 
materials;  failure  to  secure  con¬ 
struction,  demolition  and 
welding  permits,  and  illegal 
altering  of  sprinklers. 

Peter  Luu  of  Malden,  owner 
of  the  Cheng  Kwong  Market, 


has  been  charged  with  storing 
alcohol  illegally  at  73-79  Essex. 
Boston  police  found  1500  cases 
of  beer  and  40  cases  of  cognac  at 
the  Essex  St.  location.  Peter  Luu 
also  owns  the  Truong  Thanh 
Market  on  65  Beach  St. 

Luu  claims  he  stored  the 
alcohol  for  his  business,  the 
Truong  Thanh  Market,  and 
possesses  an  alcohol  permit,  but 
Sgt.  Graham  of  the  police 
department’s  Inspectional  Ser¬ 
vices  said  the  permit  applies  on¬ 
ly  to  storage  at  the  location  of 
the  market  at  65  Beach  St.,  not 
79  Essex  St.

displaced  workers  from  Ming’s 
and  Appealing  Apparel,  the  gar¬ 
ment  factory  which  was  burned, 
will  have  a  difficult  time  finding 
comparable  jobs,  staff  at  the 
state’s  division  of  Employment 
Security  said  recendy. 

Last  year  the  office  could 
place  only  three  or  five  Chinese 
speakers  in  jobs,  a  staff  member 
at  the  division  of  Employment 
Security  explained,  because 
most  employers  require  workers 
to  be  fluent  in  English,  and  to 
have  at  least  a  sixth  or  seventh 
grade  knowledge  of  reading  and 
writing  in  English. 

Even  jobs  at  the  basic  level 
are  hard  to  find,  the  staff  said. 
Many  employers  now  insist 
dishwashers  and  cleaning 
workers  be  fluent  English  even 
though  those  jobs  don’t  require 
English. 

Finding  an  English  as  a  Se¬ 
cond  Language  program  or  a  job 
skills  program  is  that  much  more 
difficult  in  light  of  this  year’s 
buget  cuts  to  these  programs. 
Most  programs  have  lengthy 
waiting  lists  and  some  have 
eliminated  basic  ESL  courses 
altogether. 

The  fire  has  created  other 
losses  for  workers:  the  garment 
workers  have  not  only  lost  their 
jobs,  but  also  family  health  in¬ 
surance  benefits.  In  many  im¬ 
migrant  Chinese  households,  the

The  New  England  Medical 
Center’s  new  daycare  center  will 
offer  a  number  of  slots  to 
Chinatown  children.  Bright 
Horizons,  located  at  285  Tre- 
mont  st. ,  across  from  the  Quincy 
school,  can  serve  68  children, 
infants,  toddlers  and  pre¬ 
schoolers.  The  center  will 
reserve  10  percent  of  the  68  slots 
for  Chinatown  children.  Cur¬ 
rently,  two  Chinese  children  are 
enrolled. 

Because  the  daycare  center  is 
subsidized  by  the  New  England 
Medical  Center,  Bright 
Horizons  can  offer  a  sliding 
scale  fee,  up  to  a  fifty  percent 
discount,  depending  on  income. 
The  non-discounted  rate  for  pre¬ 
schoolers  is  $565  per  month;  for 
toddlers,  $750  per  month;  and 


for  infants,  $920  per  month. 

Tracy  Lang,  the  center’s 
director  said  that  along  with  the 
two  Chinese  children,  three 
Latino  children  and  two  Greek 
children  attend  the  daycare.  The 
eleven  member  staff  which  cur¬ 
rently  serves  44  children  in¬ 
cludes  bilingual  members  who 
can  speak  Spanish  and  Greek. 
Lang  said  that  the  daycare  center 
has  access  to  translators  at  the 
New  England  Medical  Center  if 
they  need  them. 

The  elderly  who  live  at  the 
South  Cove  Plaza  Retirement 
complex  often  come  down  to 
play  with  the  children,  Lang 
said.  Any  Asian  parent  who  is 
interested  in  the  services  at  the 
daycare,  or  in  enrollment  should 
call  her,  Lang  said. 


woman  usually  tries  to  find  jobs 
which  can  pay  family  health 
benefits,  while  the  man  works 
without  benefits. 

For  other  workers  who  were 
paid  in  cash,  the  bad  news  is  that 
they  can  only  collect  an 

unemployment  check  based  on 
the  amount  their  employers 
reported,  not  what  they  take 
home.  Most  employees  will 
receive  an  average  of  $272 
every  two  weeks,  or  55  percent 
of  their  reported  income.

A  small  pagoda  sits  on  the  comer  of 
Washington  and  Kneeland  at  the  double 
entrance.  Chinese  characters  can  be  seen 
from  both  the  Washington  and  the 
Kneeland  Ave.  streets. 

Although  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  must  approve  the  building 
plans,  the  CNC  gave  a  vote  of  welcome 
to  the  MacDonald’s  project,  and  to  the 
Chins. 

Vernon  and  Carol  Chin  have  been  in 
the  MacDonald’s  management  training 
program  for  one  year.  In  February,  they 
will  start  recruiting  60-80  employees  for 

opening  in  April.  Their  priority  in  hiring 

will  be  members  of  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty,  especially  Asian  youth. 

A  number  of  council  members  support 
the  new  MacDonald’s  because  it  replaces 
a  Combat  Zone  business,  and  it  will  pro¬ 
vide  jobs  for  neighborhood  youth.

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Liu  Mao  Shan  was  bom  in  1942  in  JiangsuProvince  in  the  town  of  Suzhou,  " The 
Garden  of  China  ’ He  has  been  greatly  inspired  by  the  beautiful  gardens,  canals,  and 
narrow  cobbled-stone  paths  of  his  hometown.  As  a  Master  Painter  of  the  Suzhou 
Academy  of  Traditional  Painting  since  1978,  he  has  skillfully  combined  Western  use 
of  color  with  Chinese  brushwork  and  composition.  He  won  a  prize  in  1985  in  Japan 
for  his  painting  '  ‘ Golden  Autumn  ’  ’.  Most  recently  his  work  was  chosen  to  be  shown  in 
England  in  the  " Contemporary  Chinese  Painting”  exhibition.

In  the  aftermath  of  the  June 
4th  massacre,  it  is  spiriting  to 
encounter  mainland  Chinese 
paintings  imbued  with  the  sense 
of  relaxation  and  hope  that 
characterized  the  last  several 
years  of  reform  in  China.  The  30 
pieces  in  “New  Expressions: 
Contemporary  Chinese  Brush 
Paintings,  1984-1989,”  seem 
like  essentially  traditional 
Chinese  paintings  -  in  subject, 
brushwork,  use  of  calligraphy 
and  links  to  literature  and 
history  -  yet  many  make  bold 
new  use  of  color  and  composi¬ 
tion.  All  display  a  freedom 
which  strongly  conveys  the  in¬ 
dividuality  of  each  artist. 

“New  Expressions,”  showing 
at  Adams  House,  Harvard 
University  Nov.  3rd,  is  the  10th 
exhibit  in  the  Adams  House 
Modem  Chinese  Painting  Ex¬ 
hibition  Series.  Represented  are 
eight  mainland  and  two  Hong 
Kong  artists,  all  of  whom  have 
received  solid  training  in  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  art.  Their  works, 
as  Wu  Hung,  Assistant  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Fine  Arts  at  Harvard 
and  coordinator  of  the  exhibit, 
points  out,  “show  a  strong 
tendency  both  to  utilize  tradition 
and  to  rebel  against  tradition  to 
invent  new  images.” 

These  images  range  from  the 
forceful  abstract  drops  in  Hu 
Zhen  Kun’s  “Drizzling  Rain” 
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Washington  Crossing

to  the  tranquil,  conservative 
mountain  scene  in  Xiao  Ping’s 
“My  Home  in  Jiang  Nan.” 

Some  are  rendered  solely  in 
shades  of  Chinese  ink,  such  as 
the  fluid  horses  and  striking 
calligraphy  of  Zhao  Cheng 
Ming,  the  poetic,  literary  in¬ 
spired  scenes  of  Wang  Ming 
Ming,  and  the  dramatically 
bold,  minimal  images  of  Jia  Hao 
Yi.  Others  use  color  to  varying 
degrees:  Hong  Kong  artist  Ray¬ 
mond  Fung’s  abstract  composi¬ 
tions  balance  brilliant  hues  with 
strong  strokes  of  black  ink, 
while  the  witty  yet  profound 
depictions  of  Wang  Men  Qi 
display  mere  hints  of  color  ad- 
midst  his  relaxed  lines  of  gray 
and  stark  black  calligraphy. 

The  bird-and-flower  paintings 
of  Jiang  Hong  Wei  are  among 
the  exhibit’s  finest  examples  of 
uniquely  rendered  traditional 
subjects.  Meticulously  executed, 
Jiang’s  works  reveal  layer  upon 
layer  of  delicate  color,  develop¬ 
ing  rich  texture  and  depth.  These 
contrast  with  the  more  impres¬ 
sionistic  paintings  of  Hung  Hoi 
and  Liu  Mao  Shan,  who  both 
find  inspiration  in  Chinese  land¬ 
scape. 

Most  of  these  artists,  who  are 
in  their  30’s  and  40’s  and  hold 
prominent  positions  in  art 
academies  and  universities,  have 
never  before  exhibited  their 
work  in  the  United  States.  This 
is  a  rare  collection  of  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  works  created  dur¬ 
ing  the  latter  half  of  the  1980s 
when  Chinese  artists  were  at  last 
loosening  up  after  decades  of 
repression. 

“New  Expressions”  is  not, 
however,  an  exhibit  of  overtly 
political  art.  While  many  of  the 

paintings  carry  subtle  political 


undertones,  the  joy  of  the  exhibit 

lies  in  their  rhythmic  forms, 
elegant  compositions,  expert  use 
of  color,  and  most  breathtaking 
of  all,  their  beautifully  controll¬ 
ed  and  superbly  executed 
brushstrokes. 

These  works  have  been  col¬ 
lected  during  the  last  five  years 
by  artist  representative  Helaine 
Ohayon,  who  devoted  four  years 
as  an  expatriate  in  Hong  Kong  to 
educating  herself  and  other 
Westerners  in  Chinese  art. 
Through  attendance  at  art  shows 
and  visits  to  artists’  studios,  Ms. 
Ohayon  developed  a  network  of 
contacts  which  led  her  to  the 
selective  group  of  painters  she 
now  represents  through  the 
Mandarin  Studio,  Ltd. 

“I  will  only  promote  artists 
who  are  very  serious,”  says  Ms. 
Ohayon,  explaining  that  by 
“serious”  she  means  uncor¬ 
rupted  by  commercialization. 
She  spends  a  great  deal  of  time 
with  each  artist,  and  personally 
chooses  all  paintings. 

When  Ms.  Ohayon  moved 
from  Hong  Kong  to  Boston  one 
year  ago,  she  showed  her  collec¬ 
tion  to  Wu  Tung,  Curator  of  the 
Asiatic  Department  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  Impress¬ 
ed,  he  directed  her  to  Wu  Hung, 
who  says  he  found  the  blend  of  | 
traditional  techniques  and  ar¬ 
tistic  personality  in  the  paintings 
extremely  interesting.  For  Wu 
Hung,  many  of  the  artists  in  Ms. 
Ohayon ’s  collection  were  new 
discoveries.  In  his  opinion,  these 
paintings  “provide  a  window” 
into  wnat’s  happening  in  con¬ 
temporary  China.  Especially  in 
light  of  recent  events,  this  show 
certainly  merits  a  visit  for 
anyone  interested  in  Chinese  art, 
society,  and  culture.

Nancy  Chu  Woo’s  Art  Blends  East  and  West

The  merging  of  East  and  West 
in  the  art  of  Nancy  Chu  Woo 
results  in  an  astonishingly  fresh 
style:  vivid  Western  color  vir¬ 
tually  explodes  from  her  abstract 
and  semi-abstract  paintings, 
delicately  layered  on  rice  paper 
using  Chinese  brushes  and  a 
combination  of  Chinese  ink  and 
Western  paint.  Her  bold  hues 
balance  with  a  more  tranquil 
esthetic  to  create  brilliant  yet 
subtle  images  from  robust  land¬ 
scapes  to  discreet  nudes. 

Woo,  a  Hong  Kong  artist 
whose  one-woman  show, 
“Beyond  Ink  and  Color,”  runs 
through  December  8th  at  the 
Chinese  Culture  Institute,  thinks 
of  her  paintings  as  Western  art 
incorporating  the  “glory”  of 
Chinese  art.  “I  try  to  bring  the 
best  of  the  .  .  .esthetic  heritage 
of  Chinese  art  into  my  Western 
format,”  she  says. 

Woo  has  synthesized  elements 
from  a  variety  of  artistic  tradi¬ 
tions  into  her  own  singular  style. 
One  of  its  most  distinctive 
features  is  the  expert  layering  of 
paint,  a  technique  she  uses  to 
build  up  color  on  relatively  ab¬ 
sorbent  rice  paper,  “I  know  how 
paint  piles  up  on  a  canvas,”  she 
says,  “but  when  you  pile  it  up 
on  rice  papers,  it’s  a  completely 
different  language.” 

In  “Underwater,”  for  exam-

pie,  the  laborious  layering  of 
paint  yields  a  richly  textured 
composition,  conveying  with 
perceptible  depth  the  glowing 
colors  of  an  underwater  grotto. 

Also  distinctive  of  Woo’s  art 
is  her  skillful  balancing  of  light 
and  dark  hues  to  express  mood. 
“In  paint  you  have  light  and 
dark.  I  always  tell  my  students  to 
look  at  color  not  as  color  but  as 
light  and  dark.  That  is  the  most 
essential  thing,”  she  says.  With 
a  minimum  of  detail,  her  pain¬ 
tings  derive  energy  from  con¬ 
trast. 

“Banana  Leaves,”  one  of  the 
stronger  pieces  in  the  exhibit, 
balances  dark,  heavy  leaves  on 
top  with  light  foliage  and  shim¬ 
mering  water  below.  The  result 
is  a  sense  of  weightliness  -  thick, 
drooping  leaves  -  played  against 
a  clean  buoyancy.  According  to 
the  artist,  it  is  this  “feeling,  the 
life  part  of  it,”  which  is  most 
crucial. 

“Meditation  II,”  one  of  three 
nudes  in  the  show,  fairly  pulses 
with  human  warmth.  The 
crouching  female  figure  is  con¬ 
structed  with  a  vibrant  mixture 
of  tones,  layered  and  blended  to 
convey  the  depth  and  radiance  of 
her  energy.  Texture  within  the 
rice  paper  itself  makes  the  figure 
almost  palpable. 

The  vitality  and  fusion  of 
Woo’s  art  reflect  her  own  active 
and  varied  background.  The 
vivacious  artist  has  travelled  ex¬ 
tensively  throughout  Southeast 
Asia,  Europe,  and  the  United 
States,  and  derives  her  inspira¬ 
tion  in  part  from  her  frequent 
journeys.  “Underwater” 
resulted  from  a  trip  to  the  south 
of  Italy,  where  Woo  recalls 
underwater  colors  “like  neon 
lights.”  “Ice  Reflection”  por¬ 
trays  an  impression  of  Scandina¬ 
vian  glaciers,  and  “Mountain 


Lake  ’recalls  a  Hawaiian  crater 
lake.  Woo  is  inspired  also  by 
books,  memories  and  her  own 
lively  imagination. 

She  attributes  her  early  in¬ 
spiration  to  draw  to  Walt 
Disney,  whose  beauty  captivated 
her  as  a  child.  “I  did  a  lot  of  co¬ 
pying  cartoons,  on  all  sorts  of 
exercises  until  m  y  teachers  got 
sick  of  me,”  she  laughs. 

As  a  grade  school  and  high 
school  student  in  Hong  Kong, 
she  received  informal  extracur¬ 
ricular  training  in  traditional 
Chinese  art.  She  chose  Cornell 
for  college,  attracted  by  its  prox¬ 
imity  to  New  York  City  -  “an 
avant-garde  sort  of  place  for 
art”  -  and  its  strong  liberal  arts 
education. 

At  Cornell,  Woo  did  not  have 
serious  plans  to  become  a  pro¬ 
fessional  artist.  “I  was  too 
young  to  make  that  sort  of  deci¬ 
sion,”  she  explains.  “I  was  not 
strongly  interested  in  a  career  as 
an  artist,  but  I  always  painted 
and  I  always  drew.” 

After  earning  her  BFA  from 
Cornell  in  1963,  Woo  went  to 
Columbia,  where  she  continued 
painting  and  studied  art  educa¬ 
tion.  She  received  an  MFA  from 
Columbia  in  1964,  then  remain¬ 
ed  in  New  York  for  several 
years  to  paint  and  teach. 

Woo  currently  teaches  pain¬ 
ting  and  history  of  modem  art  at 
both  Hong  Kong  University  and 
the  Chinese  University  of  Hong 
Kong.  Her  students  are  Chinese 
and  European,  and  she  feels  her 
solid  grounding  in  contemporary 
art  and  long  duration  of  stay  in 
the  West  places  her  in  a  unique 
position  to  understand  and  meet 
their  needs. 

She  has  been  showing  her 
work  since  1963,  when  her  first 
one-woman  show  opened  in

of  the  teenage  vandal,  Leung  says  YES 
kids  would  never  think  of  vandalizing  a 
building  they  have  put  hard  effort  into 
restoring.  And  although  it  is  very  difficult 
for  them,  all  the  kids  obey  the  no  smok¬ 
ing  rule. 

Teens  at  YES  also  operate  the  popular 
“Goodies”  cafe  which  provides  the 
neighborhood  with  delicious  home-made 
cookies,  ■  and  muffins.  Board  members 
have  taught  the  kids  various  recipes  and 
how  to  operate  a  business.  YES  teens  can 
receive  tutoring,  or  help  to  tutor  younger 
kids.  In  July,  the  popular  GED  (general 
Education  Diploma)  was  re-instated  for 
young  people  who  wanted  to  study  for 
their  high  school  diploma. 

The  federally  funded  project  will  not 
only  support  outreach  and  direct  services, 
but  also  fund  the  creation  of  a  video  and 
photo  essay  centered  on  a  “gang  preven¬ 
tion”  theme.  Yet  Leung  emphasizes  that 
performance  and  literary  projects  have 
always  been  a  part  of  YES-through  art, 
kids  can  express  how  they  feel,  and  gain 
empowerment. 

The  stereotype  of  the  “bad  kid”  along 
with  its  opposite  the  “model  Asian”  has 
fueled  Leung’s  activism  for  community 


youth  since  1975  when  she  was  the  only 
Asian  youth  worker  at  South  End  Set¬ 
tlements.  Asian  teens  face  discrimination 

on  a  number  of  levels,  Leung  explained. 
First,  they  are  rejected  by  white  culture 
because  of  their  race;  then  they  are  re¬ 
jected  by  their  own  community  when  they 
express  what  is  often  natural,  healthy 
rebellion  • 

The  kind  of  discrimination  Asian 
young  people  people  experience  is  similar 
to  what  all  immigrants  face,  much  of  it 
related  to  language.  Employers  will  not 
interview  kids  who  don’t  speak  perfect 
English,  and  young  people  have  the  same 
problems  as  their  parents  when  speaking 
to  monolingual  hospital,  welfare,  or  im¬ 
migration  workers.  Often  Asian  youths 
are  mocked  or  attacked  by  non-Asian 
kids. 

And  when  an  Asian  child  doesn’t  fit  the 
“model  minority”  myth-  the  brilliant  all 
A  student-  teachers  give  up  and  won’t 
work  with  them.  Not  all  people  are  in¬ 
tellectually  gifted,  Leung  explains,  and  in 
any  other  circumstances,  the  average 
Asian  student  would  be  accepted  as  just 
average,  and  not  considered  inferior. 


At  the  same  time,  Asian  youths  face 
constant  rejection  by  their  community.  A 
number  of  people  have  said  that  troubled 
teens  are  scary  and  tough,  Leung  reports, 
but  “we  see  what  the  Asian  community 
doesn’t  see--  beautiful  kids  willing  to  help 
each  other  out.  Some  of  the  toughest  kids 
come  in  here  to  tutor,  and  they  can  be  so 
gentle.” 

The  teenagers  she  knows  are  not 
“show-case”  kids,  the  kind  who 
volunteer  for  the  sake  of  public  praise, 
but  the  more  humble  kind  who  give  a 
hand  because  they  really  want  to.  “They 
know  deep  inside  that  we  appreciate 
them,  that  we’ll  stand  by  them  when  no 
one  else  will,  and  that’s  enough  for 
them,”  she  says. 

Leung  is  also  concerned  with  how 
young  teenage  girls  are  viewed.  “If  they 
aren’t  at  home  doing  the  traditional  clean¬ 
ing  and  feeding,  then  they’re  labelled 
‘cheap,’  ”  she  says.  While  most  of  the 
media  attention  focusses  on  the  problems 
of  boys,  girls  are  suffering,  too. 

“They  are  judged  as  property  of  the 
boys,  rather  than  just  the  good,  suppor¬ 
tive  friends  they  are.  They  are  very  of¬ 
fended  by  this,”  she  said. 

Although  the  staff  at  YES  encourages 
kids  to  “think  globally,  and  understand 


they  are  part  of  a  greater  society,”  Leung 
admits  the  task  is  immense.  Most  kids  to¬ 
day  are  frightened  by  the  world  ahead  of  I 
them,  and  disappointed  by  a  culture  that 
is  increasingly  more  corrupt  and  violent. 
And  there  are  very  few  role  models  for 
them  to  follow,  “They’ve  watched  their 
parents  struggle  through  Digital  and 
Wang  closings,  they’ve  seen  budget  cuts 
to  human  services.  They’ve  watched  our 
society  fall  apart.  Many  of  them  wonder 
what  will  be  left  for  them.”  What  adults 
don’t  realize,  she  added,  is  that  kids  are 
the  reflection  of  a  culture:  they  re-act  to 
what  is  wrong  within  society. 

Leung  emphasizes  that  the  $  150,000 
federal  grant  doesn’t  replace  the  loss  of 
Gateways  funding.  Fortunately,  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  financially  stable  because  YES’s 
board  of  directors  has  consistently  sought 
diverse  funding.
